You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall  in  said  Rumney  on 
Tuesday,  the  11th  day  of  March,  next,  at  10:00  o'clock  in  the  forenoon 
at  which  time  the  polls  shall  be  opened  for  balloting  of  Article  1,  and 
shall  close  not  earlier  than  6:00  o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  and  you  are 
hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall  in  said  Rumney  on  Thursday, 
the  13th  day  of  March,  next  at  7:00  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  for  the 
second  session  of  the  Town  Meeting  at  which  time  action  will  be 
taken  upon  the  remaining  articles  in  this  warrant. 

ARTICLE  1:  To  choose  all  necessary  town  officers  for  the  ensuing 
year. 

ARTICLE  2:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $91,000.00  to  defray  town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year,  and  to 
authorize  withdrawal  of  $3,000.00  from  the  Revenue  Sharing  Fund 
established  under  the  provision  of  the  State  and  Local  Assistance  Act 
of  1972  as  a  set-off  against  the  $10,000.00  appropriated  for  the  library 
under  this  article. 

ARTICLE  3:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $12,000.00  to  defray  the  costs  of  operating  the  Fire  Department 
during  the  ensuing  year,  and  to  authorize  withdrawal  of  $3,000.00  from 
the  Revenue  Sharing  Fund  established  under  the  provisions  of  the 
State  and  Local  Assistance  Act  of  1972  for  use  as  a  set-off  against  the 
amount  appropriated  under  this  article. 

ARTICLE  3:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $12,000.00  to  defray  the  costs  of  operating  the  Fire  Department 
during  the  ensuing  year,  and  to  authorize  withdrawal  of  $3,000.00  from 
the  Revenue  Sharing  Fund  established  under  the  provisions  of  the 
State  and  Local  Assistance  Act  of  1972  for  use  as  a  set-off  against  the 
amount  appropriated  under  this  article. 

ARTICLE  4:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $5,000.00  to  be  added  to  the  Capital  Reserve  Fund  that  has 
been  established  for  the  purchase  of  equipment  for  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment. 

ARTICLE  5:  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  purchase  a  front  end  loader 
for  a  sum  not  to  exceed  $15,000.00,  money  to  be  taken  from  the  Highway 
Department  Capital  Reserve  Fund. 


ARTICLE  6:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $49,000.00  for  the  maintenance  of  its  highways  and  bridges  dur- 
ing the  ensuing  year,  and  to  authorize  use  of  $21,881.91  from  the  Highway 
Block  Grant  Aid  Program  as  a  set-off  against  the  amount  appropriated 
under  this  article. 

ARTICLE  7:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $3,500.00  to  be  added  to  the  Capital  Reserve  Fund  for  equip- 
ment for  the  Highway  Department. 

ARTICLE  8:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $27,000.00  to  defray  the  costs  of  maintenance  of  the  town 
dump  during  the  ensuing  year,  and  to  authorize  withdrawal  of 
$4,000.00  from  the  Revenue  Sharing  Fund  established  under  the 
provisions  of  the  State  and  Local  Assistance  Act  of  1972  for  use  as  a 
set-off  against  the  amount  appropriated  in  this  article. 

ARTICLE  9:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  establish  a  Capital  Reserve 
Fund  for  the  Police  Department  in  the  amount  of  $2,500.00. 

ARTICLE  10:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  the  sum  of 
$13,000.00  for  a  new  police  cruiser  for  the  town,  $2,000.00  of  which 
shall  be  used  from  the  Capital  Reserve  Fund  raised  in  the  previous  ar- 
ticle. 

ARTICLE  11:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $31,000.00  to  defray  the  costs  of  operation  of  the  Police  Depar- 
tment during  the  ensuing  year. 

ARTICLE  12:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $11,085.65  for  the  following  purposes:  $3,852.45  for  The  Pemi 
Baker  Home  Health  Agency,  Inc.;  $750.00  for  the  Mooselaukee  Health 
Center  in  Warren;  $6,283.20  for  Ambulance  Service;  and  $200.00  for  the 
New  Hampshire  Humane  Society. 

ARTICLE  13:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $1 ,000.00  to  revise  and  update  the  town  tax  map. 

ARTICLE  14:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $65,000.00  for  new  town  offices  as  an  addition  to  the  Town  Hall. 

ARTICLE  15:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $400.00  for  the  Rumney  Planning  Board. 

ARTICLE  16:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $600.00  for  the  Baker  River  Audio  Visual  Center. 

ARTICLE  17:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen 
to  borrow  in  anticipation  of  taxes  and  pay  the  obligations  of  the  Town. 


ARTICLE  18:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $1,200.00  to  computerize  town  tax  records  and  tax  bills. 

ARTICLE  19:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $1,102.00  for  the  North  Country  Council. 

ARTICLE  20:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $300.00  for  the  maintenance  of  the  Baker  Athletic  Field  in  the 
Quincy  section  of  Rumney. 

ARTICLE  21:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $941.00  in  support  of  the  Upper  Valley  Senior  Citizens  Council 
(Meals  on  Wheels). 

ARTICLE  22:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen 
to  transfer  any  tax  lien  acquired  by  the  Town  at  any  Tax  Collector's 
sale,  during  the  two-year  period  allowed  for  redemption,  to  such  per- 
son or  persons  and  for  such  consideration  as  the  Selectmen  shall 
deem  to  be  in  the  best  interests  of  the  Town  and  as  justice  may 
require,  and  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  sell  and  convey  any  real 
estate  or  mineral  rights  acquired  by  the  Town  by  any  Tax  Collector's 
deed  by  public  auction,  advertised  sealed  bids,  negotiated  sale  or  in 
any  other  manner  which  the  Selectmen  shall  determine  to  be  in  the 
best  interests  of  the  Town  and  as  justice  may  require. 

ARTICLE  23:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  $2,000.00  to  be 
placed  in  the  Capital  Reserve  Fund  for  the  revaluation  of  the  Town  by 
the  Appraisal  Division  of  the  Department  of  Revenue  Administration. 

ARTICLE  24:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $535.00  for  the  support  of  the  Community  Outreach  Program  (fuel 
assistance). 

ARTICLE  25:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $2,500.00  to  repair  the  Town  Hall 

ARTICLE  26:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $200.00  for,  and  to  support,  the  Plymouth  Area  Task  Force 
Against  Domestic  Violence,  a  nonprofit  organization  organized  pur- 
suant to  New  Hampshire  legislation,  partially  funded  by  marriage 
license  fees  from  the  State  of  New  Hampshire.  (This  article  inserted  by 
petition.) 

ARTICLE  27:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $2,000.00  to  defray  the  cost  of  an  appraisal  of  new  construction 
and  renovation  by  the  New  Hampshire  Department  of  Revenue  Ad- 
ministration. 


ARTICLE  28:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  tlie 
sum  of  $1 ,000.00  to  publish  the  Town  Master  Plan. 

ARTICLE  29:  To  see  If  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $450.00  as  a  contribution  to  the  Sceva  Speare  Memorial 
Hospital. 

ARTICLE  30:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  oppose  the  burial, 
storage,  and  transportation  of  high  level  radioactive  waste  to  the  town 
of  Rumney  and  State  of  New  Hampshire.  (By  petition) 

ARTICLE  31:  "Shall  we  adopt  the  provisions  of  RSA  72:27  for  the 
exemption  for  the  blind  from  property  tax?  This  statute  provides  that 
every  inhabitant  who  is  legally  blind  shall  be  exempt  from  the  property 
tax  on  a  residence  to  the  value  of  $15,000.00."  (By  Petition) 

ARTICLE  32:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  sell 
the  Grange  Hall,  subject  sale  to  accommodate  existing  agreements 
with  the  Grange,  set  a  minimum  bid,  (not  less  than  appriased  value)  for 
the  facility  and  include  such  other  provisions  as  the  Selectmen  may 
deem  appropriate. 

ARTICLE  33:  To  see  If  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  en- 
ter into  a  cooperative  agreement,  pursuant  to  RSA  Chapter  53A,  for  the 
purpose  of  joining  together  towns  in  a  joint  cooperative  effort  for 
Police  Dispatch  in  a  manner  which  will  meet  Federal  and  State  stan- 
dards. 

ARTICLE  32:  To  hear  the  reports  of  agents,  auditors,  and  commit- 
tees heretofore  chosen  to  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto,  and  to  tran- 
sact any  other  business  that  may  legally  come  before  said  meeting.

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PLANNING  BOARD  REPORT  FOR  1985 


A  Planning  Board  has  two  major  tasks:  regulating  the  subdivision  of 
land  and  long-range  planning.  This  year  the  Board  was  active  in  both. 

We  held  regular  monthly  meetings,  3  public  hearings  with  special 
meetings,  and  2  limited  meetings  on  subdivision  regulations  and  the 
Master  Plan.  At  regular  meetings  we  consulted  with  20  individuals  or 
groups  who  inquired  about  land  use  or  subdivision,  held  22  preliminary 
and  final  hearings  on  subdivision  applications,  and  granted  approval  to 
10  subdivisions.  Most  subdivisions  were  the  division  of  one  lot  into  2 
or  3  smaller  lots,  or  the  movement  of  boundary  lines  between  neighbors. 
There  were  no  larger  subdivisions. 

In  response  to  the  needs  of  townspeople,  we  amended  subdivision 
regulations  so  an  existing  lot  could  subdivide  creating  a  "back  lot"  served 
by  a  driveway  through  the  front  lot.  The  regulations  require  the  driveway 
to  be  of  reasonable  size  and  able  to  support  emergency  vehicles  during 
all  seasons. 

In  1985  we  completed  the  Rumney  Master  Plan:  held  two  public  hear- 
ings, in  August  and  December,  and  voted  final  approval  at  Decembers 
public  hearing.  These  procedures  are  consistent  with  State  Law. 

The  Master  Plan  was  initiated  in  the  1970's,  a  questionnaire  gave 
everyone  in  Rumney  the  opportunity  to  suggest  future  directions  for  the 
town.  Subcommittees  gathered  and  organized  information.  North  Coun- 
try Council  gave  some  assistance  during  these  years.  In  the  past  three 
years,  we  gathered  more  information  from  public  officials;  selectmen, 
fire  department,  road  agent,  school,  and  individual  citizens.  The  descrip- 
tive chapters  were  presented  at  a  public  hearing  in  August  and  sugges- 
tions were  gathered.  The  concluding  chapter,  a  set  of  long-range  goals, 
was  based  on  the  descriptive  portion  and  ideas  gathered  from  the  first 
hearing  and  was  presented  at  a  second  hearing  in  December.  The 
Rumney  Master  Plan,  is  truly  a  product  of  the  people  of  Rumney. 

In  developing  the  Master  Plan  and  holding  subdivision  hearings,  the 
Planning  Board  recognized  the  subdivision  regulations  were  becoming 
outdated.  In  1986  we  will  revise  and  clarify  these  regulations  with  special 
attention  to  the  protection  of  Rumney's  natural  resources  and 
capabilities  of  the  land.

MOUNT  MOOSELAUKEE  HEALTH  CENTER 
REPORT  FOR  1985 


The  Mount  Mooselaukee  Health  Center  is  a  non-profit  medical  clinic 
founded  in  1957.  It  has  provided  general  medical  care  to  the  Baker  River 
Valley  through  a  variety  of  practitioners  over  the  years.  Since  1979,  the 
health  care  provider  at  the  Center  has  been  salaried  by  the  United  States 
Public  Health  Service.  Currently,  Dr.  William  Hernandez,  a  board  certified 
Family  Practitioner,  is  assigned  to  the  Center  until  1988.  A  wide  range 
of  adult  and  children's  services  are  available  to  all.  These  services  in- 
clude complete  physicals,  general  medical  care,  obstetrics  and  minor 
surgical  procedures. 
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The  Center  is  governed  by  a  Board  of  Trustees  from  Warren,  Wentworth 
and  Rumney.  The  doctor's  salary  is  provided  by  the  Public  Health  Ser- 
vice, the  Center  is  dependent  on  the  towns  for  financial  support.  The 
town  monies  go  to  the  upkeep  and  maintenance  of  the  clinic  building. 
Income  from  patient  fees  goes  for  medical  and  clerical  supplies  and 
salaries.  Donations  from  the  M.M.H.C.  Auxiliary,  individuals  and  fund- 
raising  events  are  spent  on  special  equipment  to  improve  medical  care. 

The  Health  Center  staff  includes  a  volunteer  administrator,  Faith  Mat- 
tison  of  Rumney;  nurse  Pauline  Michaud  of  Wentworth;  and  recep- 
tionists Bonnie  Chierichetti  and  PriscillaWolfe  of  Wentworth.  f^uthOwen 
of  Warren  recently  joined  the  staff  as  part  time  assistant  to  the  ad- 
ministrator. The  Well  Child  Program  is  headed  by  Billie  Gage,  ARNR  This 
program  is  partially  funded  by  a  grant  from  the  New  Hampshire  Depart- 
ment of  Maternal  and  Child  Health  and  serves  over  100  area  children. 

Over  740  valley  residents  were  seen  by  Dr.  Hernandez  in  1985. 402  from 
Warren;  199  from  Wentworth;  and  140  from  Rumney.  The  three  towns  gave 
a  total  of  $5,250  in  1985.  Building  upkeep  (not  including  insurance)  was 
$5,211.  The  proposed  budget  for  maintenance  in  1986  is  $6,000.  We  are 
sure  Dr.  Hernandez'  fine  reputation  as  a  family  practitioner  will  increase 
the  use  of  the  Center  as  we  continue  to  provide  excellent  medical  care 
to  Baker  River  Valley  residents.

REPORT  OF  TOWN  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 
AND  STATE  FOREST  RANGER 


Between  July  1984  and  June  1985,  we  experienced  more  forest  fires 
throughout  our  state  than  in  any  year  in  the  last  50.  Two  of  the  leading 
causes  of  the  1,605  fires  were  children  and  fires  kindled  without  written 
permission  of  a  Forest  Fire  Warden.  Both  causes  are  preventable,  but 
only  with  your  help. 

Please  help  our  town  and  state  forest  fire  officials  with  forest  fire 
prevention.  Contact  your  Forest  Fire  Warden  for  more  infornration. 
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Enforcement  of  a  state  timber  harvest  regulations  is  the  responsibili- 
ty of  State  Forestry  officials.  Our  state  has  excellent  timber  harvest 
regulations;  however,  your  assistance  is  needed. 

If  you  know  of  a  logging  operation  and  suspect  a  state  timber  harvest 
law  may  be  violated,  call  your  Forest  Fire  Warden. 

If  you  own  forest  land,  you  will  become  responsible  for  the  timber  tax 
payment  starting  April  1, 1986.  This  is  a  change  in  the  Timber  Tax  Law 
that  will  impact  all  forest  landowners.  Contact  your  Board  of  Selectmen 
for  timber  tax  forms.

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NORTH  COUNTRY  COUNCIL 
ANNUAL  REPORT 


1985  was  a  busy  and  productive  year  for  the  Council  as  it  continued 
to  provide  a  wide  range  of  assistance  to  towns  and  cities  in  the  North 
Country. 

The  /Ouncil,  a  regional  non-profit,  public  agency  chartered  under 
NH  R£ A  36:45  is  responsible  for  providing  mennber  communities 
assistance  in  planning,  economic  development,  solid  waste,  transpor- 
tation and  other  community  services.  Besides  the  direct  assistance 
the  Council  provides,  it  is  an  advocate  for  all  North  Country  towns  in 
legislative  and  funding  issues  at  the  state  and  federal  governments. 

Economic  development  is  an  important  part  of  the  Council's 
mission.  This  year  the  Council  produced  a  video  promoting  the  North 
Country  as  "The  Sensible  Place  to  do  Business."  In  October,  the 
Council  co-hosted  with  Governor  John  Sununu  a  forum  in  Manchester 
to  discuss  with  southern  New  Hampshire  business  executives  the  ad- 
vantages of  expanding  to  the  North  Country.  Ove  85  businesses  par- 
ticipated and  the  response  was  positive.  The  Council  is  now  in  contact 
with  interested  businesses  through  the  Office  of  inoustrial  Develop- 
ment. 

The  Council  provided  information  and  guidance  to  several  towns  on 
federal  and  state  grant  and  loan  programs.  This  past  year  saw  well  over 
$2.0  million  in  Community  Development  Block  Grant  funds  for  such 
activities  as  downtown  revitalization,  business  revolving  loan  funds, 
and  housing  rehabilitation  studies. 

Community  planning  assistance  has  emphasized  master  planning 
and  local  land  use  controls.  The  Council's  assistance  takes  many  for- 
ms: regional  workshops,  newsletters,  regulation  review  and  update, 
and  assistance  on  subdivision  and  site  plan  applications. 

The  Council  co-sponsored  the  Municipal  Law  Lecture  series  with 
the  N.H.  Municipal  Association.  The  series  covered  local  planning 
board  procedures,  administration  and  enforcement  of  ordinances, 
review  of  recent  court  cases  and  changes  in  local  land  use  planning. 
The  Council  also  sponsored  a  separate  Coos  County  Land  Use  Control 
Workshop  which  provided  additional  assistance  to  local  officials  in 
the  country. 

The  Council's  major  objective  is  to  work  with  North  Country  towns 
in  solving  local  and  regional  problems.  We  rely  on  and  appreciate  the 
involvement  of  town  officials  and  residents  and  look  forward  to 
assisting  your  town  this  coming  year.

RUSSELL  SCHOOL 
School  Nurse's  Report  1985-1986 

The  following  is  a  report  on  the  health  program  for  Russell  School. 
In  this  program  a  variety  of  tasks  are  performed  to  provide  an  environ- 
ment that  is  conducive  to  maintaining  the  general  health  of  all  studen- 
ts. This  is  accomplished  with  the  use  of  first  aid,  early  identification  of 
health  problems  and  health  education.  Referrals  are  made  when  ap- 
propriate. 

On  October  2nd  and  October  9th,  36  physicals  were  performed  on 
5th  and  7th  graders  and  any  new  students  in  grades  6  and  8  by  Dr. 
William  Hernandez  from  the  Mooselaukee  Health  Center. 
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Once  again,  Russell  School  has  met  the  State  Immunization  Laws 
—  all  students  were  fully  immunized. 

The  two  dental  programs,  sponsored  by  the  Bureau  of  Dental 
Health,  are  going  very  well: 

1.  Flouride  Program  —  98%  participation  (daily  toothbrushing  and 

weekly  flouride  rinse). 

2.  Dental  Program  —  70  students  were  done  by  Jane  Clay,  Dental 

Hygenist,,  (with  portable  equipment)  sponsored 
also  by  the  Rumney  Fire  Department. 

As  in  the  past,  the  pre-school  Vision  and  Hearing  Clinic  will  be  held 
again  at  Plymouth  AREA  High  School  on  May  8,  1986  for  all  4-6  year 
olds.

1985-86 


The  1985-1986  school  year  opened  Tuesday,  September  3, 1985  with 
a  school  enrollment  of  133  students. 

The  addition  of  physical  education  and  art  to  our  regular  curricular 
program  warranted  the  hiring  of  Miss  Amy  Hayden  and  Mrs.  Nancy 
Surette,  part-time  for  the  current  academic  year.  Both  teachers  have 
been  an  asset. 

Faculty  turnover  resulted  with  the  resignations  of  Mrs.  Linda  Mat- 
tson,  Mrs.  Donnalee  Hardwick,  and  Mrs.  Linda  Fischer.  Mrs.  Carol 
VanValkenburg  was  hired  as  the  seventh  grade  teacher,  Mrs.  Julie 
Tibbetts  was  hired  as  the  resource  room  teacher,  and  Mr.  Donald 
Williams  was  employed  as  part-time  music  teacher.  These  individuals 
bring  a  variety  of  educational  experiences  and  talents  to  Russell 
Elementary. 
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A  parent/teacher  organization,  S.T.A.F.F.  (students,  teachers,  ad- 
ministrators, families  and  friends)  tias  provided  advantages  for  our 
school.  Activities  designed  to  encourage  a  community/school  par- 
tnership have  had  an  impact  on  our  program  presentations  and  in  our 
school  library,  which  is  now  staffed  with  community  volunteers 
available  to  assist  students  each  school  day. 

During  the  summer  the  principal's  office,  nurse's  room,  teachers' 
workroom  and  resource  room  were  relocated  to  better  use  our  limited 
space. 

Mr.  Raymond  Reed,  with  the  assistance  of  Paul  Converse  and 
Timothy  Chartier,  worked  hard  to  prepare  and  maintain  the  physical 
plant  in  optimum  condition. 

Compliments  to  Mrs.  Beulah  Lyon  and  Dorothy  Patterson  who  con- 
tinue to  provide  a  delicious  and  nutritional  hot  lunch  program  for  the 
Staff  and  students  at  Russell  Elementary  School.

REPORT  FROM  THE 
SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


The  past  year  has  been  one  of  extraordinary  challenge  in  School 
Administrative  Unit  #  48. 

Administrative  changes  within  the  SAU  have  affected  schools  as 
well  as  the  SAU  office  itself.  New  building  principals  have  been  hired 
during  the  past  year  in  Campton  Elementary,  Plymouth  Elementary, 
Plymouth  Area  High  School,  and  the  Russell  Elementary  School.  A 
new  Vocational  Director  for  Plymouth  Area  High  School  was  hired, 
and  the  superintendency  became  vacant  with  the  resignation  of  Dr. 
Cabral. 

In  addition,  SAU  #  48  felt  the  effects  of  the  current  teacher  shor- 
tage to  a  greater  degree  than  in  past  years,  having  fewer  certified  can- 
didates for  the  twenty-two  positions  that  required  filling.  Fortunately, 
certified  persons  were  hired  in  all  but  one  position,  but  the  process 
has  become  more  demanding  in  terms  of  recruitment,  selection,  and 
hiring. 

Another  situation  requiring  attention  is  a  growing  area  population. 
At  least  three  of  the  area  school  buildings  need  additional  space,  and 
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because  of  added  programs  another  two  schools  could  utilize  more 
classroom  space  as  well.  At  the  time  of  this  writing,  two  districts  have 
formed  Building  Needs  Study  Committees  and  others  will  most 
probably  be  formed  soon. 

Despite  these  changes,  the  personnel  employed  by  our  seven 
districts  have  continued,  to  provide  a  sound  educational  experience 
for  each  child.  Specific  programs  that  have  been  reviewed  during  the 
year  at  the  elementary  level  were  reading,  mathematics,  and  computer 
literacy.  At  Plymouth  Area  High  School,  the  science  curriculum  was 
reviewed.  As  a  result  course  guides  have  been  rewritten  in  science 
and  a  plan  to  upgrade  the  physical  facilities  at  Plymouth  Area  High 
School  computer  lab  has  been  upgraded  to  meet  the  new  New  Ham- 
pshire Minimum  Standards. 

SAU  #  48  has  not  sought  to  dwell  on  the  uncertainty  which  change 
brings  but  rather  has  seized  the  opportunities  it  brings  to  create  within 
its  schools  a  sense  of  community,  shared  responsibility,  and  com- 
mitment to  excellence.  As  Superintendent  of  School  Administrative 
Unit  #  48, 1  am  proud  of  our  schools  and  pledge  myself  to  continue  to 
work  with  our  administrators,  teachers,  and  school  boards  to  establish 
an  outstanding  educational  system  for  our  area  schools.

EXPLANATION  OF  SUPERINTENDENT'S  AND 
ASSISTANT  SUPERINTENDENT'S  SALARY  FOR  1984-1985 


Chapter  189,  Section  48  Revised  Statutes  Annotated  of  the  State  of 
New  Hampshire,  requires  that  the  school  district  annual  report  show 
the  total  amount  paid  to  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  as  per  the 
following  quotation:  "Reports.  Each  Superintendent  of  a  School  Ad- 
ministrative Unit  shall  annually  prepare  a  report  of  the  total  salary  paid 
to  the  superintendent,  showing  in  detail  the  amount  paid  by  the  state 
and  each  local  school  district  and  their  share  of  same. ..Said  report 
shall  be  included  in  the  annual  report  of  the  respective  school  district 
as  a  separate  entry.  A  like  report  and  entry  shall  be  made  for  each 
assistant  superintendent,  teacher  consultant,  and  business  ad- 
ministrator, if  any  is  in  service  in  the  unit." 

One-half  of  the  School  Administrative  Unit  expenses  is  prorated 
among  the  several  school  districts  of  the  unit  on  the  basis  of  adjusted 
valuations.  One-half  is  prorated  on  the  basis  of  average  daily  member- 
ship in  the  school  for  the  previous  school  year  ending  June  30th.  The 
salary  of  $40,582  which  was  received  by  the  Superintendent  of 
Schools  of  School  Administrative  Unit  #  48  during  1984-1985  was 
prorated  among  the  school  districts  comprising  the  School  Ad- 
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ministrative  Unit.  Allowance  for  $2,400  travel  within  the  Unit  was  also 
prorated  as  stated  above. 

The  salary  of  $33,543  for  the  Assistant  Superintendent  during  1984- 
1985  and  travel  allowance  within  the  Unit  of  $1,900  was  prorated  as 
stated  above.
